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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments filed would overcome the 102 (b) rejection as being anticipated by Murray (U.S. Patent No. 
3,877,424) because the claim required the use of ultra high molecular weight polyethylene. This amendment was the combination of claim 
1 3 and 1 1 . Claim 1 3 is still rejected under 1 03 (a). 

Applicant argues that Murray does not teach or suggest a chassis that has an elasticity giving a locking effect on the fixation elements in 
such a way that the fixation elements are frictionally engaged by the chassis and thereby locked by friction regarding movement in axial, 
rotational, and angular directions. Murray teaches the use of cement within the chassis to lock the fixation element. When the cement 
solidifies, the coefficient of friction is so high that movement in any direction is locked. It would appear to be obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to use a different material that would produce the same result without waiting for the cement to harden. 

Applicant also argues that before the cement hardens that the device is incapable of preventing movement of the pins. At the time that 
the cement is not hardened the applicant is correct in that statement. But the claim does not require that the fixation elements be locked by 
friction immediately. It only requires that this friction happens at a certain point, therefore the rejection is maintained. 

It is recommended that a phone interview takes place to expedite the prosecution of this application. 
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
